In claim 14, lines 16 and 17 delete "carbonyl." 

In claim 21, lines 15 and 16 delete "carbonyl." 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As is 
evidenced by the prior art of record, it is known in the art to crosslink various polymers 
with carbonyl and amine functional groups. The reactivities of these groups are known 
and their propensity to react together is well documented. Furthermore, Schipper et al. 
(US Pat. 6579932) teaches an aqueous coating composition comprising a 
polyurethane/acrylate dispersion wherein the polyurethane contains terminal carbonyl 
functionality and the acrylate contains terminal hydrazine functionality. However, as 
was correctly noted by applicants' representative, the use of the dicarbonyl-containing 
acetonyl acetone is included as a solvent rather than a reagent. The addition of such a 
compound, as is disclosed in the reference would not produce the instantly claimed 
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dicarbonyl-functionalized polyurethane composition. Therefore, the instantly claimed 
composition comprising an acetoacetoxyl- or diacetone-functionalized polyurethane and 
a hydrazido-functionalized vinyl addition latex polymer is allowable over the prior art.
